, Bay Shot at Trochu Valley. 


A most distressing shooting 
ease is reported from .Troch: 
Valley, fifty miles south-east of 
here. On Sunday, November10th, 
a boy named David Bruneski, 
aged 9 years, shot’ his brother 
Andre, aged 12, in the back, just. 
above the kidney, on the left, 
side, the shot tearing the kidney 
and entering the body, lacerating 
the bowels frightfully.

Wearing a working man’s~suit,’col- 
ored tie and cloth cap, and with a 
large pipe for company, he sauntered, 
in “4nd out of the bars and public 
houses, employing principally Friday, 
and Saturday nights for the purpose. 
He mixed freely among the company, 
sharing in their conversations’ and 
observing their conduct, -- He was 
struck by the transformation which 
the public houses had undergone in 
the matter of luxurious fittings. He 
found a larger number of young work- 
ing women in them than he cared to 
see, though he said their behavior 
was exceptionable. 

With the management of numbers of 
the houses no fault could..be found. 
The chief impression made upon him 
was the enormous strength of the so- 
cial appeal made by the public 
houses. Many reforms are wanted, 
he agrees, but he does not believe 
prohibition js possible, and to de- 
scribe drink as “distilled damnation” 
is no golution-of the problem. f 

He.would place licenses under dis- 
interested management, taking away 
the stimulus for private profit, and 
would give power to local authorities 
to establish and maintain counter- 
attractions. — . 


Gen. Wolfe's Pixtols. — - 

Mrs. James E. Welsh, Charlotte-- 
town, has in her possession a valu- 
able: historical souvenir, inthe form 
of a pair of pistols, which were pre- 
Gen. Wolfe, on the day of 
the Battle of Quebec, to his aide-de- 
eam, Major Samuel Holland. The 
pistols remained in the possession of 
the Holland family for a number of. 
years; but through marriage they 
passed into other hands, until. they, 
are now the pens. of Mrs. Welsh. 
Major Samuel Holland had.:a distin 

ished military career, and after the. 

rea.y of Paris, he was* appointed 
Surveyor-General of Quebec and Di- 
rector of Surveys ‘in: British North 
America. In 1766, he completed a 
survey of the St. Lawrence and a map 
of Prince Edward Island, showing 
the counties and townships. His eld- 
est son, Col. John Holland, was \the 
first British subject born on Prince 
Edward Island. Mrs. Welsh obtained 
the Holland pistols under the will 
of her son, Colbrooke Perley Welsh, 
having received them from his aunt, 
Mrs. Hettie Barker, who obtained 
them from her husband, Robert Bar- 
ker. The latter’s mother was Hen- 
rietta Holland, wife of Capt. Robert 
Barker, and daughter of Col. John 
Frederick Holland, son of Major Hol- 
land, Wolfe’s aide-de-camp. On the 
barrels of the pistols are. engraved. 
the words—“The gift cf Major-Gen, 
Wolfe to Capt. Samuel Holland, 1759. 
These pistols were used in a duel 
fought near Montreal between Major 
Holland’s son and one Capt. Shoedde, 
young Holland being mortally wound. 
ed. °

‘Deering v. Gibbons. This was a 
special case argued to determine the 
interpretation of Section 8 of the 
Assignment Preference Act which 
came into force on the 15th March, 
1907. The plaintiffs, Win. Deering & 
Co., together McCormick Harvesting 
MachineCo., secured judgment against 


Jone Frank A. Perkinson, of Stettler, 


in Aug. 1908,'and in September follow- 
ing placed execution in the Sheritf's 
hands with instructions to levy. The 
Sheriff made aseizure in June, 19937, 
and a few days after, Perkinson made 
an assignment under the above’ Act. 

Section 8 of the Act provides that, 
where a person has made an. assign- 
ment jt shall. take precedence over all 
executions, &c., not fully paid. At a 
inceting of the creditors galled by. the 
assignee, the plaintiffs and the Mc- 
Cormick Co. claimed a preference by 
virtue of their executions which the 
cveditors refused to ‘allow, and this 
case.was agreed upon to decide. their 
respective rights..'The Judge holds 
that Section 8 only Applies to execu- 
tions: placed in thé Sheriff's hands 
after the Act came into force, and 
that the Deering Co. and- McCormick 
Co. are entitled to be paid in full be- 
fore the ordinary creditors receive 
anything. Costs of all parties’ out of 
the estate.

More Law For The Farmer. 


The following article was sent 
us a few weeks ago by the Gov- 
ernment Live Stock Commis- 
sioner for tree publication, they 
never ask-us to publish anything 
they have to pay for. The far- 
mer. is getting about tired of 
being hedged in on every side Ly 
regulations for the benefit -of 
trusts and corporations and they 
are about ready for a change. 
The article in question reads as 
follows: 

The custom prevailing. among 
farmers throughout Canada of 
slaughtering animals,partic alarly 
swine, upon their own premises 
and selling the dressed carcasses 
on the local market, is one which 
entails more or less loss to the 
producer. Before the advent of 
packing establishments, the do- 
meatic trade was supplied by the 
local butchers, who were nec- 
essarily compelled to provide for 
future supplies, and, as a result, 
the local na‘kets were created. 
Conditions have changed how- 
ever, the local dealers no Icnger 
supplyirg the domestic trade, 
which has passed into the hands 
ef the packing houses, which are 


meats. Packers can afford to, 
and actually do pay higher prjces 
and sell at lower values than the 
local butchers for reasons whivh 
are obvious when one. considers 
that profits are represented by the 
by-products. The packers are 
adverse to buying dressed—car- 
cases as they represent smaller 
profits in by-products; again car- 
cases -are "imperfectly dressed by 
the farmer, the meat in many 
cases being bruised and. unsight- 
ly, this, as well. as improper 
chilling being deterrent to good 
prices. Animals, especially hogs, 
require scientific chilling, other- 
wise those parts which enter into 
the process of curing become 
sour-and unfit-for market. Pack- 
ers prefer to buy their meats on 
the hoof,.and for the reasons set 
forth above, are able to pay 
higher prices for the same. 

In view however, of the large 
trade carried on in some parts of 
Canada, more particularly duving 
the falland winter, in dressed 
pork, as well asin other dressed 
meats, attention may be directed 
to one of the requirements of the 


‘regulations made under the new 


Meat Inspection Act, which is 
likely to have a considerable 
effect on the business a'sove re-- 
ferred to.. ‘The Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa having as- 
sumed the - responsibility of in- 
specting and practicaliy guaran- 
teeing the healthfulness of all 
meats and meat products sent 
out by the packing houses, must, 

of necessity, protect itself by 
making sure that no diseased 
caroases are permitted to enter 
these establishments. The most 
effective way of preventing the 
entry of such meat is, of course, 
the carefnl antemortem inspes- 
tion provided for by the regula- 
tions, but, in view of the large 
trade carried on in dressed car- 
cases, and of the fact that both 
farmers and packers have been 
in the habit of handling meats in 
thia way, the officials in charge 
ofthe enforcemént: of the Act 
have decided to admit to the es- 
tablishments under inspection, 
dressed carcases under such con- 
ditions as will enable them to 
judge with reasonable certainty, 
as to whether the animal, prior to 
slaughter, was free from disease. 
Provision has therefore, been 
made for the admission on in- 
spection, of dressed carcases with 
the head, heart, lungs and liver 
held by their natural attachments, 
such carcases to be inspected be- 
fore entering the establishment, 
and if found fit for food to be so 
marked and admitted for pack- 
ing purposes, while if found tobe 
diseased, to be condemned and 
tanked. 

This being the case ‘it is in+ 
cumbent upon every farmer 
bringing dressed hogs or other 
animals to market to remember 
that unless the Garcases are 
dressed in accordance with the 
regulation . mentioned above, 
namely, with these organs left in 
their proper positions, it will net 
be possible for the representatives 
of the packing houses to buy such 
carcases for use in any of the es-; 
tablishments coming under the 
operation of the Meat and Can- 
ned Foods Act. 

The presence of the buyers or 
agents of these establishments on 
our local markets has always 
been, at least to some extent, a 
safeguard against possible at- 
tempts by local combinations of 
butchers and others t> depress 
the price of dressed meats, and it 
will be well for producers to bear 
in mind the new conditions and 
when, for any reasons, unable to 
market their stock on hoof as 
they should undoubtedly do 
whenever possible, dress their 
hogs, as well as other animals in 
such a way asto meet the re- 
quirements of the new -Act.

TALLY AND PLACE CARDS. 


A Comic Set of Hoyle’s Rules For 
‘ Decoration. 

Here are.a’ few suggestions for tie 
young woman who would like to make 
her own ‘tally and place cards. 

Sheets of bristol board of various 

tints (it comes in every conceivable 
shade), a saucer of water color gilding, 
afew water color paints, a punch and 
ao supply of narrow ribbon form the 
necessary. outfit for the tally cards. 
The simplest designs are those cut in 
fancy shapes, such as stars, circles, 
shields, -ete., from cardbourd of some 
desirable color and decorated with an 
irregular border of gold or color. Quo- 
tations prettily lettered or a comic set 
of Hoyle’s rules may be added by way’ 
of decoratico and entertainment. 

Teaves ure pretty, oak,-maple, ivy: 
and geranium making a good selection. 
Clover leaves are also attractive, with 
one or two fuur leaved ones for luck. 
Choose pule green cardboard for ibe 
foundation and make the veins and a 
light shading in green or brown wilh 
an irregular edge of gilding. Tor au- 
tumn leaves au deep cream is a better 
background, shading with red, brown 
and a touch of vivid yellow. . 

The flower fancies without follage, 
ns pansies, daisies or wild roses, are 
not new, but they ure pretty and help 
out a color scheme admirably. More- 
over, they are not difficult to paint. 
Water color paper should be used in 
making these. 

Butterfly designs are easy of execu- 
fion, and for these also water color 
paper should be used. They should be 
tmude double, the body being attached 
to a white card when for table use and 
the wings bent upward, as if the but- 
terfly had just alighted. Though pri- 
marily an Easter design, they may be 
utilized for other occasions. 


Poster designs may be made very 
effective. Use as a background black 


or sage green eardboard. Cut from 
some magazine a suitable figure of 
proper size, such as a Gibson girl or a 
pretty ehtld, and paste it on the card, 
Which will look well a little Jarger 
than the ordinary score card. Then:

without shading. Let them be clear 
tnd bright with plenty of scarlet and:

The great amount of moisture 
of past. weeks has soaked the 
stooks of.barley, wheat and oats 


and not only’has the grain been| 


seriously damaged but wholesale 
destruction of straw has occured. 
Now the grain is beginning. to 
shoot and-grow in the stooks, 
and indeed one farmer expressed 
the opinion that when the result 
came to be cast up it would be 
found that the loss would be 
greater on 'the fields in stook than 
on these which are still uncut. 


‘The total grain crop average in 
Scotland this year is 1,209,924 
acres. An agriculturist of great 
experience was interviewed by a 
repre:entative of the “Weekly 
News” as to the monetary loss 
and he stated that he had 
calculated the damage at the 
present date at about £2 per acre 
on this basis the loss over Scot- 
land will approximate two and a 
half millions sterling. The same 
agriculturist stated that the 
situation this year is worse than 
the disastrous seasons of 1855 
and 1903.
